Those actions 
were taken witheet aotificatloo to the Agency hy the Bureau of the Budget 
or Civil Service Commission. 
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It I# mjf view tiutl when proposed legisl atlea amends or repeals 
provisions pirttiaiog to tits Agency wbethar la tit* National Security Act 
of 1947, as am«a4«4, or tbs Central fatetli|«aea Agency Act of If 4% &» 
amended (F. L. lit), tbs - -agency should be consulted. especially do 
t believe ibis where oar opposition In principle to certain proposals 
previously bas bean made known to tits bureau of tbs Budget. 

it Is noted tbat anaer ;«cUot> 4 (b) at 5. 385, tee Fre aidant is 
author iced to designate any department a* excepted from this Act or 
a provision of this Act. in my review of S. 385 there are a subsiaatial 
number of reporting requirements «aa other restrictions which, if 
made applicable to this Agency, would adversely affect tee operations 
of tee .Agency and the national interest. 1 do not believe it desirable or 
appropriate that the uniqee programs of this Agency be anbjec* to tee 
regulatory and reporting requirements of f». 385 which wore designed 
for tee more normal activities of tee Government (a general. 

As a matter of principle i am opposes to- inclusion of this Agency 
in tee enrolled Bill, S. 385, which repeals Section 4 of F. JL. 110. 
However, since it is my mum r standing that tee Administration views 
this legislation as being of sabstaatial benefit to certain other departments 
and agencies, 1 shall not object farther to it* approval by the President 
provided it i» assured teat this Agency will ho granted the broadest 
possible exceptions immediately upon tee bill becoming law. 1 should 
also like to. reserve tee right to request tee Administration and the 
Congress at some later date to enact legislation which would reinstate 
the repealed provisions of P. L. 116.
